Demand Accounting of Companies. 


In addition to the suit filed against 
the four form er officers, the railroad 
company also flied suits for an ac­ 
counting against the West 
Pullman 
Car company and against the Ameri­ 
can ('a r and Equipment company. 
The filing of the suits follows an In­ 
vestigation by the railroad com pany 
and num erous rum ors of an alleged 
graft “ring" In the Illinois Central 
railroad. High officers of the road have 
stoutly denied that there existed any 
trouble of this character. 
The bill against the four former de­ 
partm ent heads alleges that the men 
entered into a conspiracy 
in June.

Ave railroads of the middle west in 
volved in the federal government’s in­ 
junction proceedings under the Sher­ 
man antitrust law will withdraw' all 
increased freight rates that they have 
filed with the interstate 
commerce 
commission since 
May I, IUD), and 
will voluntarily submit them to the 
commission for a ruling as to their 
reasonableness. These railroads also 
will refrain from filing any further 
advances until the pending adrninis 
I Ration railroad bill has become a law 
and the way has been opened tor a 
legal investigation on the part of the 
interstate commerce commission luto 
J all rate increases. 
The federal government in return 
for these concessions will have the 
temporary injunction which it has ob 
taiued vacated and will discontinue 
the suit for the dissolution of the 
western trunk line committee under 
the Sherman anti trust law. 
In effect the 
administration 
will 
submit the operation of the new rail 
road legislation about to he enac ted, 
for the Sherman anti trust law as re 
gards rate making by railroads. 
The 
agreement 
between the government 
and the railroads, as viewed here, lifts 
the menace that has overshadowed the 
transportation business of the coun­ 
try ever s in c e Mr. Wickersham under­ 
took to apply the Sherman anti trust 
law to a situation that has been re 
garded for years as inevitable.

"New Jersey derives 92 per cent of 
its total state tax revenue from cor 
potations; Pennsylvania. 72 per cent; 
Delaware. H2 per cent; New York aud 
Maryland. 32 per cent, and the District 
ut Columbia. I ti per rent. 
\lso. in th* 
first four states the balatte •* of th* 
state revenues Is chiefly 
teem of bet 
sp*** jai source** not 
s u b je ct to lo* a? 
taxation. 
Maryland's 
constitution prohibits 
double taxation, and in the rest of this 
group there is a similar trend of leg 
islatlon. Where the cen potation is tax

A summary of th** corporate taxa 
Mon iii Pennsylvania is included, as 
follows: 
"B y far the most important **orpo 
rate tax is the socalled ‘capita! stock 
tax.’ which is pea* ti* ally measured b\ 
net assets. Financial and matin!aet u r 
ing companies are exempt therefrom 
In 19o9 this tax, together with an 
other capital stock tax on banks, pro 
duced about $10,90h.uo0. 


" T h e r e is also a ‘•tate tax on gross 
receipts of transportation, ttansmls 
aion und electric 
lig h t companies In 
addition to the capital stock and cor 
porate luau tax e s, which produced in 
I !u»9 about $1.;>immmhi. 
"One of the interesting provisions 
is the* ‘corporate loan tax.’ whereby 
corporations are required to deduct 
the amount of the tax from the Inter­ 
est on bonds, etc* 
The United States 
supreme court has held that this does 
not apply to non-resident bondhold­ 
er*. The proceeds of this tax in 1909 
were about $2,500,Ooh. 
"Shares of corporations. subject to 
the capital steak tax, are exempt in 
the hands of stockholders. In general, 
foreign corporations are taxed in the 
same 
manner as domestic corpora 
Mons. There is no state taxation on 
real property ami practically none on 
personal property, except money at 
interest. There is a general property 
tax assessed and collected for local 
purposes, but public service corpora 
Mons are exempt from this tax as to 
the property used in the exercise of 
their franchises. 
"The revenue from corporate tax 
ation 
in 
Pennsylvania 
exceeds

amount that collected by any other 
state of the two groups thus far treat 
eel, New York approaching it most 
nearly.”

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A handy trellis on which to trail 
raspberry d#*v»t#erry aud logan berry 
vines consists of three wires properly 
supported br [s#*t* and «roes pie* es. 
two of the a ires which are at the o u t- 1 
side being of equal height aud about 
two sud one half feet apart. The third 
wire I* between them, al>out a foot 
above 
The first a ss son s growth of 
lines may Ie- trained along tile lower 
Side wires, while the following season 
they may I* fastened to the higher 
centra! wire and the side wires used 
as before for the new growth. By this 
method the fruiting vines may t*» kept 
separate from the new growth, while 
the berries are borne where they can 
be got at easily without scratching the 
heads 
The |M»*t* need not in* p'aced 
at taore frequent internals than are 
necessary to support the weight of the 
vines, as the wire* can be stretched 
taut by prater bracing at each end of 
(be stretch of trellis 


A cattle specialist, who Is also state 
Veterinarian of Wisconsin, says that 
tuberculosis is a contagious stable dis­ 
ease. 
It affects the glands of th# 
body, but is liable to affect any part 
of it. 
Most people thiuk it Is a disease of 
the lungs only. There Isn’t a man liv­ 
ing that Is bright enough to pick the 
tuberculosis cattle out of a herd. 
For 
that reason we must resort to the only 
test we know of now—the tuberculin 
test 
If yon have a herd of fifty cattle 
and you apply the test, finding four or 
five head afflicted, you can save tbs 
balance of the herd. 
in getting the cows ready to test it 
is wise to water them about noon and 
house them. 
Permit them to stand 
at*out three hours. 
At 3 o’clock .Von 
can take the temperatures. 
The nor­ 
mal temperature varies from 1)9 to 103 
degrees. 
No animal with a tempera­ 
ture higher than 103 should have tit­ 
ia n ulin 
injected. 
You 
take 
three 
tem peratures, the first being taken 
at 3 o'clock, then one at 5 aud another 
at 7. 
After the 7 o’clock temperature 
you inject tuberculin by the use of 
the syringe, using two c. c. of tuber­ 
culin for tile ordinary 1.000 pouud 
cow. 
After the tul>ercullu Is injected the 
herd should he watered, and then they 
should uot be watered again until 2 
o’clock the following day utiles* they 
can drink whenever they want lo 
The following morning at ti O'clock 
you take temperatures, thee again at 
8, IO. 12 and 2, at which time the test 
Is finished. 
After the test Is finished 
lf there is an abnormal rising of tem 
perature over the temperatures of the 
first day tout herd should lie divided 
Into three cissies— healthy, auspicious 
aud condemned. A cow whose temper 
ature raised over 103 or 104 may be 
considered auspicious. 
Over 104 up to 
107.2 are usually reactors and tuber­ 
culous. 
After the test Is finished you should 
take a history of all the animals 
whose temperatures ezceed 104. 
KUI 
these animals and you will find they 
are tuberculous. 
On the other hand 
lf you kill the animals showing tem 
l>eratures between 103 aud 104 yon 
are liable to kill some that are uot 
tuberculous. 
Instead of killing the 
suspicious animals turn them back 
•ufo the herd and retest them 
You cannot start tuberculosis In a 
herd unless you Introduce the germ

It is the intention of the writer of 
Ibis article to emphasize the impor­ 
tance of the business side of farming. 
Of tho practical side of bow to plow 
and sow and reap and mow and do 
(ha thousand and oue things of a prac­ 
tical nature on the farm every agri­ 
cultural paper is bound to 8[>eak, but 
in the multitude of communications 
printed and editorials written compar­ 
atively little Is aver said about the 
business methods of the farmer or the 
records of his sales aud purchases, his 
profits or his losses. 
It will be a fair 
test of the farmer's bookkeeping meth­ 
ods to answer with any degree of ac­ 
curacy the questions which will be put 
to him this year al>out his farm prop­ 
erty and farm transactions. Too many 
will find It necessary to draw upon 
their memory for information required 
or base their calculations 1>n incom­ 
plete and trustworthy records. 
The farmer will be asked for a state­ 
ment of the acreage, yield and selling 
price of all crops harvested this year, 
together with the value of hi* live 
stock, dairy products, poultry, eggs 
fruit, etc. lo addition, he will be called 
ui*ou for an Inventory of all live stock, 
poultry and bees on baud April 15, 
IMO; how much he paid for farm la 
bor, what amount lie paid for hay, 
grain or other articles not raised on 
the farm, but purchased for feed for 
domestic animals and poultry; what 
acreage he planted for each staple in 
19UP anti what acreage he intends to 
plant for each iu HUO; the number and 
value of animals sold in mon. the num­ 
ber sud value of animals slaughtered 
on the farm either for home use or for 
sale. the uumber and value of wool 
fleers* sold. the quantity of milk aud 
butter in [#ouud* produced aud a com 
prehen*ive statement- of mortgage in 
debtednes*. etc. 
Business organization* of farmers 
for co-operative buying aud selling of 
farm products Mud farm supplies, the 
Farmers' Mutual Fire Insurance com 
pauies. many of which are connected 
With 
the 
grange; 
organizations 
of 
stockmen, fruit growers, |M>ultrymen 
and various others should all tend to

Any Farmer Can Grow th* Gourd and 
Transform It Into a Pipe. 
Do you want a calabash pipe? If so. 
you needn't pay a dealer from $5 to 
$12 for one. 
Crow It arui make it 
yourself. 
After you have grown the 
gourd you can make the pipe In about 
half an ho .r at a cost of half a dol­ 
lar. 
So says the bureau of plant in­ 
dustry 
at 
Washington. 
And 
your 
homemade calabash, if you take prop­ 
er pains In the making, will be just 
as artistic and satisfactory its the ex­ 
pensive imported one. 
The calabash Is made from a South 
African gourd. 
Fntil recently this 
gourd was not grown elsewhere, but 
the American consul at Cape Town,

II. L. Washington, sent some of the 
calabash seeds t<* the department of 
agriculture in IIM nj. 
Since then the 
government hits discovered by experi­ 
mentation that rite calabash will grow 
almost anywhere hi the United States.

It grows luxuriantly, each vine pro­ 
ducing many gourd*

Due fro m any o ld pi|»e will do, blit it 
should Is* carefully i»oilcd beforehand 
to cleanse it from nicotine dejsMlts. 
Screw the thread Into the owning 
in the lun k o f your gourd, 
l f you 
want an Inner pija* l*owl that can la* 
taken out for cleaning, y o u can buy a 
cheap one. stick a* is ti*«*#l in meer­ 
schaums, at a tobacconist's store. 
A 
little plaster o f paris poured Into the 
calabash 
Im»wI and the Inner 1m»wI 
then pressed down flush with the top 
of the «-tit off gourd will make the in­ 
ner bowl fit snuffly. 
Don’t leave It in 
the plaster of purl* more than three 
minute* when fitting, for lf you do it 
will set hard mid la* permanently 
stuck. 
Take it out after two or thr«*e 
minutes, when the ?Iast»*r I* partly 
dried. 
After the plaiter dries thoroughly 
put the Inner bowl back, get a pi|**ful 
of go<si tobacco, light a mutch, place

Consequently all the cutting and fit­ 
ting must be done by baud.

I‘rea 
eutiy in the distance appeared a little 
procession, led by the minister, who 
read from his Bible as he walked such 
passages as he thought might exorcise 
tile evil spirit that bad got into tin- 
poor girl. 
Patience came next, attend­ 
ed by ber weeping parents and a few 
of lier intimate friends. 
Now. it is not claimed that what I 
atm about to narrate is a matter of Iii* 
tory 
Detailed accounts of those who 
perished by tile witchcraft insanity 
have beet# given in histories of tile 
times, but I admit there is no his 
tories I account of tills case.

We must remember that those were a 
superstitious people, lookiug alway* 
for the marvelous.

Aud then out of the western snit 
light there came a figure dressed in a

walking 
slowly 
Whether man or woman uone could 
say, for the long hair falling on the 
shoulders gave the figure a feminine 
appearance, while a sword pressed by 
the right hand against a large blin d 
red cross on the breast seemed to bidi 
cate manhood. 
As tin* visitor drew 
near Hie fare was seen to Im* va hit** a- 
marbl#'. and a soft brown beard <***ub 
be distinguished.
